Mr. John MoElroy'a now doctrine in Sociol- 


ogy, 
published in The North American Keviow, 


liolclu tliat vicu iti one of tbe most eSiciout 
agents in repressing the growth of the human 
race. He thinka it <-supreraB nonsense" to cry 
out that intemperance is dragging down to dis- 
lonorablo and premature graves "hundreds 
and thousands of the brightest and fairest of 
our land," and adds: "With very few excop- 
JOQ8, everyone who goes to perdition by the 
alcohol-route would reach that destination by 
some other highway if the alcohol line were 
not running." Ho holds that intemperance,

SamuelS. Sanford who is known aaths 


father of negro minstrelsy, is brimful of rec- 
oUections of Foster and other song writers of 
the country. The old end man was mot yes- 
terday by a reporter, who found him jn«t in 
the mood for talking. "One thing I've got to 
say is this," said lie, as ha tilted back his silt- 
hat and placed his thumba in his rest arm- 
holes ; "I think that too much is thought of 
Foster and not enough of Nolsou Knoass. Fos- 
ter owed hie first introduction to tlio public to 
Nelson's generosity. Nelson had written a lot of 
•ongs that are now euug by more minstrels 
than Foster's. 
There's 'Jane O'Malley,' a 


quartette founded oa the death of a poor 
young woman who was found m the Hudson; 
'Ben Bolt,' one of the most popular in the nim- 
atrel repertorie. 'The Miller.' 'Hold Your 
Horses,' 'Wake Up, Jake,' 'Nelho ivas a Lady,1 


niata 
Johnson,' 
and

songs. Away about 1S45 it used to be one ot 
the attractions of minstrel troupes to offer 
prizes for conundrums and eouge. In Pitta- 
Irarg our company, in which Nelson was the 
tnoeicsl director, offered a cup for the best 
Bong, and Nelson wrote several himself, bo- 
cause he was afraid there would not be enough 
sent m to make a good public contest 
Foster 
sent in a song— I don't remember now what it 
was— but the judges didn't pick it out for 
honors, but pitched upon ono of Nelson 
Knews's. Nelson went to them privately and 
told them that he had only entered in order to 
make a good show, and that m his opinion, 
the cap ought to bo given to Foster. That 
was done. Foster got the cup and after that 
plenty of minstrel troops came along and ask- 
ed him to write them songs. I bought the 
manuscript of three from him for $50, and it 
w»8 my new company that, ia the fall of 
I S>34, 
in Pittsburc, brcueht out 'Come \Vhero My 
Love Laee Dreaming,' 'Hard Times Come Again 
No More,' 'The Old Kentucky Home,' and 
'Gleudy Burke.' Ihave the original manu- 
script yet I knew both Foster and Nelson 
Kneuss, and I think Kelson was the better 
man."

The Growth of Coral.

After a cruise of n, few months in the South 


Pacific, a French man-of-war was recently 
found to have specimens of living corals grow- 
ing upon her hull. The interesting discovery 
has thrown some light on the Question of the 
rapidity of growth of corals. The evidence 
tends to show that the vessel, on passing a 
reef of the Gambler Islands, against which 
she rubbed, had picked up a young fungia, 
which adhered to the sheathing, and grew to a 
diameter of nine inches and a weight of two 
and one-half pounds in nine weeks.

It is doubtful if the month will close with 
the rei-crve fund at 40 per centof the legal 
tender, while from present indications 
the debt reduction will probably not run 
over $5,000.

Up 
tn the present time the debt reduction for 
the year has been $115,000,000, and the 
best that can be hoped for will be to run it 
up to $125,000,000 for the year.

His Pace and Forehead Peppered with 


Henry Mueller, the eldest ion of H. 
ilueller.and a member of the cornet band, 
had a close call to-day while at work in an 
upper room, at Mueller & Son's gunsmith 
establishment.

Educational Motes from County Superin- 


tendent Trainer. 


At this writing we hare learned of but 


few schools employing teachers for the 
coming fall and winter term. We note 
the following: E. B. Smith, at the Kirby;

Teachers who have not yet returned 


the February examinations are asked to 
do so within a few days, aa they must be 
bound and labeled for the fair exhibit. 


We quote the following from a recent 
letter: "What is a calendar month?" also, 
"If my school opened April 2d will the 
first month close May 2d, May 1st, or the 
last day of April?" 


A calendar month is au almanac month 


and is from a certain date (inclusive) to a 
certain date. If yonr school opened the 
morning of April 2d your month will 
close the evening of the 1st of May. This 
answer is baaed upon the supposition that 
you have lost no time from closing one or 
more days. 


TO SCHOOL DIRECTORS. " 


We beg your careful consideration of 


the text book question in our ungraded 
schools. You are aware of the utter lack 
of uniformity throughout the rural dis- 
tricts. You possibly know of this lack of 
system and of its many hindrances in the 
attempt to grade the schools. Here are 
some definite points for your considera- 
tion; will you not look into them and de- 
termine whether they are correct or not? 


1. The want of a uniformity is annually 


costing the taxpayers of this county sev- 
eral thousand dollars more than n uni- 
form series of texts costs. How? By re- 
moval from one district to another you 
are compelled in many cases to purchase 
new books for your children ere you can 
register their names as members of the 
school. By having different texts in the 
same branch (by changing) the younger 
members in yonr families cannot use the 
old books of the older children as they 
are promoted. 


2. This evil is annually shutting out 


many hundreds of the children of poor 
parents. How? In their removal from 
district to district they must of a necessity 
purchase new books (different authors) 
before their children can enter the classes 
in the district. Being poor, they cannot 
purchase books for a large family, and 
hence the elder boys and girls of these 
families are excluded from the schools 
and never obtain an education. This in 
cart accounts for so many of our ad- 
vanced (?) pupils dropping out of school 
while so young. 


3. The mixture of texts prevents the 


successful carrying out of a well devised 
plan of uniform examinations. 
How? 


Where examinations are uniform there 
must be definite work for the whole 
county. This work cannot be outlined 
with entire success where the authors are 
not the same. 


4. Schools cannot be put in direct com- 


petitive emulation where the texts differ. 
Why? 
Because there are palliating 


causes offered by some authors over oth- 
ers for advancing the student in the same 
topic. In other words, what would be a 
good practical examination in one author 
would not be so in another; and thus one 
school may have the advantage of an- 
other. 


We might go on thus enumerating the 


bad results of this want of uniformity, 
but space will not permit, and we close 
this short article by asking the school 
boards to seriously and candidly consider 
the matter before making any more 
changes in the text books of our country 
schools. Instead of improving the con- 
dition of things, each change only adds 
to the confusion and to the cost of run- 
ning our schools. 


Book agents will produce arguments 


to disprove all that we have said, but we 
will meet any or all of them with facts 
and statistics gathered from a close study 
of the subject, which will dispose of any 
argument for a multiplicity of the now 
burdensome variety of authors. Beware 
of the agent for school books. Bide your 
time and the day will come when we shall 
have a uniformity, and that, too, without 
extra cost.
